2,491, 2,442, ‘and 1,665 thousands, to 480, 270, and 286, and a new serge 
vwas now made, An eneashing agency was established at which was placed 
treasure chest containing the necessary yesorve funds; the agent cashed out of 
‘his own resources all local notes brought to him, ‘and recouped himself when ~ 
he wished by presenting ‘his notes to the currency officer for encashment out 
‘of the reserve chest. The Banks of Bengal and Madras were good enone 
to undertake the “eneashing ageney”” at Nagpur and Coconaia respestively, 
fad at Akola it was managed by the local treasury. . 









5. The separate accounts of the sub-circles were maintained till March 
gist, when their balances, both of circulation and of reserve, were transferred 
to the kespective head circle aecounts. 


6. Carrency agencies have, however, been established at all three ‘laces for 
issue and encashment of notes. These differ from sub-circles, chiefly in res- 
pect oftheir being under no legal obligation to issue ‘or to encash, and they 
Peat merely supplement the funds available at the local treasuries for 

‘ing the public ‘convenience in respect of demand for notes or for encashment 
of them. ‘The funds which they hold, notes and cash together, have a definite 
limit, so that if the demand for notes exceeds that for encashment, or vice 
vorad, by the amount of the limit, the operation automatically ceases.
